A Representative can qualify under only one method, ie., they 
do not get a double qualification by signing 75 Groups and 
acquiring 17,000 lead credits. 

* For a group to count toward qualification, the group must have a 


50 member minimum and a three percent return with a minimum 
of 10 cards. 


Public Relations Managers 


Public Relations Managers must obtain 52,000 Cards and have 
at least two active Public Relations Representatives coded under 


them as of E" 2004.
